Inmate Wants $250,000 
For Sleeping on Army Cot

An inmate at the Crawford Coun- 
ty jail has filed a lawsuit alleging 
cruel and unusual punishment 
because he had to sleep on an army 
cot. 

Michael Crane, 21, was lodged in 
the jail for breaking and entering 
charges after he escaped from 
Camp Lehman. He entered the jail 
on Nov. 22 and overcrowding in 
December caused Crane to spend 
six nights sleeping on an army cot, 
instead of on a standard bunk in a 
cell. 

Crawford County Sheriff Joe 
White said all northern Michigan 
jails face overcrowding problems 
and Crane was not the first inmate 
at the Crawford County jail or at 
other jails to have to sleep on an 
army cot. 

Crawford County Commissioner 
Mary Harland said it’s ironic that 
an inmate can sue the county for 
$250,000 after sleeping on an army 
cot when thousands of national 
guardsmen sleep on the cots every 
summer at Camp Grayling and the 
cots are good enough for the defen- 
se department, which has a multi- 
billion dollar budget. 

Crane is reportedly trying to set 
precedence with his lawsuit so in- 
mates around the state will not 
have to sleep on cots anymore. 

Sheriff White said there were 23 
prisoners - all from Crawford 
County - at the time Crane had to 
sleep on a cot. (The Crawford 
County jail has cell-space for 20 


inmates). Crane was one of the in- 
mates moved to the cots because of 
a state law requiring — state 
prisoners and county prisoners be 
kept separate. Crane was moved 
back to a regular bunk after th 
overcrowding eased. 
The lawsuit was filed in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in Bay City on Jan. 12 
and a U.S. Marshall served the 
legal papers here March 30. Sheriff 
White along with Crawford County 


Commissioners Jeannette Kitchen 


and Larry Mattis, held a news con- 
ference Monday, April 4, to ‘quell 
rumors and let the citizens know 
what’s going on.”’ 

Sheriff White said the county 
commissioners had authorized a 
jail study completed last year that 
contained one option for adding ten 
cells to the present jail at a cost of 
$390,000. A new jail will cost about 
$1.7 million. 

“We do everything we can to pro- 
vide a good clean jail and obey 
state department of corrections 
rules but the bottom line is the 
money it costs to do what they want 
us to,’’ White said. ‘“‘There are only 
so many dollars to work with.” 

“T think some of the laws for 
housing inmates are wrong and in- 
fringe on the rights on the tax- 
payers,’’ County Commissioner 
Chairwoman Kitchen said. ‘Put- 
ting $400,000 toward comforting 
inmates is a difficult thing to ac- 
cept in these economic times when 
many taxpayers have a hard time 
putting bread on the table.”’ 


Quiet Weekend Under ;

The drunk tank in the 
Crawford County jail has 
been strangely quiet since 
March 31st when new drunk 
driving laws went into effect. 

As of Monday afternoon no 
one in the county had been 
booked for drunk driving 
since the tougher new laws 
began. Mike Johnson, Jail 
Administrator, said it’s rare 
to go through a weekend 
without having someone 
booked for drunk driving. 


“During the winter we 
have a few weekends without 
any but not very many,” 
Johnson said. 

He said in the last few 
years the county has never 
gone two weekends in a row 
without a drunk driving 
booking. - 

New harsh drunk driving 
laws in California worked 
wonders the first year - 
knocking drunk driving 
arrests in half - but the effect 
soon wore off and drunk 


driving offenses increased to 
record levels the second 
‘ year. 

The new Michigan laws 
gives stiffer license penal- 
ties, makes offenders pay for 
substance abuse screen or 
rehabilitation, and makes it 
illegal for anyone to drive a 
vehicle with a blood alcohol 
level above .07 regardless of 
how it affects their driving, 

Last year, 140 drunk 


drivers were arrested and ‘ 


booked in Crawford County. 


Sheriff Dept. Loses Township Again Looking 


County budget problems 
have forced the sheriff 
department to drop a suc- 
cessful detective program 
that has produced 158 felony 
arrests in its two and a half 
years, 

Beginning in April, Lt. 
Charles Haas was moved 
from his detective position to 
road duty in order to keep 
enough men on patrol. In two 
and a half years as detec- 
tive, Haas helped recover 
more than $135,000 in stolen 
goods. 

Tronically, Haas made a 
request during 1983 budget 
hearings for another detec- 
tive for the department. He 
said two detectives could 
more than double the 
amount of stolen goods he 
was recovering alone and he 
said two men might more 
than double the number of 
arrests made. He said the 
money spent for the extra 
detective would be more 
than made up for in the 
amount of stolen goods 
recovered and criminals 
arrested and taken off the 
Street. 

The extra detective 
position was denied because 
of budget limitations and 
More money problems even- 
tually knocked out the first 
detective position. The 
Sheriff dept., which has 
rever got back up the num- 
ber of officers it employed 


before lay-offs in 1979, had to 
scramble to put patrols on 
the road whenever an officer 
got sick or went on vacation. 
Sheriff Joe White’ said his 9 
road officers were running 
ragged working too many

overtime hours and they had 
to place Haas back into 
uniform as a last alter- 
native.

Grayling Township - for the second time in 
two years - is again attempting to improve 
its 1966 zoning laws. 

In 1981 the township made extensive 
changes in the zoning ordinances but later 
withdrew the changes after petitioners ask- 
ing for a referendum took the township to 
the courtroom. 

This time the township is following strict 
step-by-step procedures to try to make 
changes acceptable to the public and avoid 
an election to vote on zoning amendments. 

Monday night, the Grayling Township 
Planning Commission - authors of the pro- 
posed amendments - held their second 
public meeting with close to 30 residents at- 
tending. 


The planning commission will now con- 
sider comments from the two sessions and 
then present proposed amendments to the 
township board. The township board will 
then hold another public hearing before 
voting to place any changes into effect. 

At the Monday night meeting, Reverend 
Don Roberts, of the Assembly of God Chur- 
ch, presented a petition with 94 signatures 
asking to add churches under the con- 
ditional use portion of commercial zones. 
Under the proposed amendments presented 
at the meeting, churches would not be able 
to build in a commercial zone. Roberts 
asked for a change under the conditional use 
rules to allow churches to apply for a special 
permit that would let them build in a com- 
mercial zone with the planning com- 
mission’s approval. 

Roberts said in Grayling township the 
only suitable places to build a church are in 
commercial zones. He said in this area a

church has to be in a highly visible location. 

_ H. Richard Anderson, the planner which 
helped draw up most of the proposed amen- 
dments, said the reason churches are 
usually limited from building in commercial 
zones was the limited commercial land or 
high-exposure areas for businesses. He said 
Grayling Township should preserve enough 
commercial space for the survival of its tax 
base. 

Art Lozon thought the proposed greenbelt 
amendments are too restrictive and the 
community might miss out on some 
development because of them. He said the 
AuSable River and Lake Margrethe don’t 
have one restaurant on them and the 
proposed greenbelt laws would restrict the 
building of cone even thongh a restaurant 
might not put an ounce of wear on the lake 
or river. 

Charles Raches said a restaurant may not 
noticeably harm water quality but it would 
certainly be an undesirable intrusion to the 
natural aiid aesthetic beauty. Traffic, noise, 
odor, and other nuisance problems added by 
a restaurant would not add to the quality of 
the river, he said. 

‘We owe it to the river to preserve its 
uniqueness,” Raches said. 

Mike Delp said it would be a disaster to 
tamper with the greenbelt laws and place a 
recreational business anywhere along the 
waterway. He was in favor of making the 
proposed greenbelt laws a little stricter. 

Grayling Township Supervisor Berrie 
Fowler said the proposed zoning laws are 
actually more flexible than the 1966 laws 
they may replace. The planner Anderson 
said township residents will probably have 
to come in less asking for variances if the 
proposed amendments are approved.

It won’t be long before 
sacks of charcoal appear at 
local stores for use at in- 
numerable summer cook- 
outs. Charcoal is made from 
hardwoods such as maple, 
and in some sections of this 
Country the land was 
denuded of trees to satisfy 
the demand for charcoal. 
Country people once made 
their own by covering a 
smal! pile of wood arranged 
in tepee fashion with wet 
leaves and sod. A small hole 
was left for a draft. It took 
three or four days and nights 
to reduce the wood to char- 
coal. This charcoal was used 


for blacksmithing, teoth- 
paste, sweetening the 
breath, purifying water, 


making gunpowder, 
ter’s ink, black paint, and 
various medicines; and way 
back in the 1860's, it was 
used to surface roads. Char- 
coal was used to make iron 
and it is reported that the 
early iron is better in several 
ways than modern iron 
because the charcoal used is 
carbon without imperfec- 
tions. 

Oh, by the way, if you try 
charcoal for cleaning your 
teeth as was once done, be 
aware that the first results 
may look quite ghastly but 
there is nothing more bene- 
ficial for teeth than charcoal 
powder. What happens if you 
swallow some? It will 
sweeten an upset stomach.

cover sagging state revenues. 

The Legislature hammered out 
agreement on Governor James 
Blanchard’s 38 percent income tax 
increase to solve an immediate $900 
million budget deficit and prepare 
the state to provide for future ser- 
vices which have been subject to 
severe cuts during the past few 
years. 

The new tax plan, which im- 
mediately increases the personal in- 
come tax rate from 4.6 percent to 
6.35 percent (retroactive to January 
1), also recognizes an upturn in the 
economy and provides for reduc- 
tions based on declining unemploy- 
ment rates. 

The tax also has specific roll-back 


“9 dates for both the regular income 


tax and a .25 percent surcharge from 
which revenues are designated to be 
used to solve the state’s immediate 
cash flow problems and bringing the 
state’s bond rating back up. 

Following final legislative action, 
Blanchard said the Legislature has 
taken the necessary first step. 
“Today, we began to stand up for 
ourselves,”’ he said. 


»@ Blanchard added that with a little 


bit of luck, the package will put the 
state back into fiscal health, but 
that means by the third year at 
least, some economy recovery at the 
national level is necessary. 

The income tax increase would 
produce some $675 million through 
the end of the current fiscal year - 
September 380 - which is to be 
coupled with executive order budget 
cuts of $225 million to eliminate the

New Tax Plan, 
Pegged To Economy, 
Clears Legislature

reducing the rate back te the current 
4.6 percent or even to 3.9 percent 
should the state’s unemployment 
rate reach 7 percent. 

The tax rate goes up by 1.5 per- 
centage points immediately through 
the end of the current calendar year. 
The hike will be reduced to 1.25 per- 
cent at the end of calendar 1984 and 
.5 percent after calendar 1985. 

Besides the automatic reductions, 
unemployment rate reductions 
would work independently to fur- 
ther reduce the tax rate. 

An adjusted scale would provide 
for a .1 percentage point reduction 
for every .5 percentage reduction in 
the unemployment rate with the fir- 
st reduction taking place when the 
rate reaches 14 percent. 

The schedule would bring about a 


‘total elimination of the present in- 


crease should the unemployment 
rate reach 9 percent and the rate 
could go as low as 3.9 percent (the 
early 1970’s rate) should unemploy- 
ment ever return to 7 percent in 
Michigan. 

A specific expiration date of the 
.25 percent cash restoration § sur- 
charge was added to the final ver- 
sion of the bill. 

The surcharge will automatically 
expire on September 30, 1986, even 
if the near $1 billion deficit in ac- 
cumulated debt due to cash shor- 
tages and deviations from generally 
accepted accounting principles is 
not eliminated. 

Legislative Republicans, who 
almost unanimously opposed the 
plan from the outset, continued to 
express concerns of the passage of 
the tax hike. 

Republicans appeared willing to 
vote for a one-year tax proposal to 
help the state out of its immediate 
revenue problems, but charged 
taxes beyond a year would produce a 
revenue surplus thus leading to ad- 
ditional state expenditures.

DISASTER VAN—A new disaster van was purchased by the Michigan Conference of 
Seventh-day Adventists for the Community Services program for the state of Michigan. The 
disinterested benevolent program entitled Community Services has a disaster prepared- 
ness program that ties in with the Federal Emergency Management Agency (Civil Defen- 
se) with headquarters in Washington, D.C. 

The new dodge maxi-van is equipped as a multi-mobile vehicle and is a versatile unit 
that includes a feeding station, rescue operational equipment and also serves as an am- 
bulance in times of a declared disaster. 

The van is equipped with 3 radios with a C.B. unit for local communication and a ham 
transceiver for unlimited scope. Emergency flashing lights including external speakers add 
to the versatility of the van. 

The state of Michigan has been divided into 8 federations with 40 licensed operators who 
have committed themselves to cooperate in times of a declared emergency with those 
organizations who are dedicated and responsible to meet the needs of suffering humanity. 

The van is one of eight to be purchased and used in the state of Michigan. As funds 
become available the vans will be purchased and equipped in similar fashion. 

The community services disaster program is entirely a volunteer program with no paid 
salaries and all services are free. 

The Disaster Van will be a part of the Volunteer Fun Day on Saturday, April 23, 1983. It 
will be parked at the middle school parking lot'on the South side of the school so that every- 
one can stop by and see what is available in case of disaster. The American Red Cross will 
also have their unit available for people to tour. Plan now to attend this event.
